Overstrikes. 

The  practise  of  using1  coins  issued  by 
preceding  monarchs  as  flans  for 
new  coinage  was  common  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  18th  century.  In 
fact,  until  the  reign  of  Mary  II 
(1834-1853),  almost  everything  in 
the  way  of  old  coinage  was  over- 
struck. Such  overstruck  pieces  fre- 
quently bear  incorrect  legends  or 
dates  because  of  the  failure  of  the 
new  dies  to  efface  the  old  legend 
and  date. 

Counterstam  ps. 

During  the  reign  of  John,  as  Regent, 
most  of  the  copper  coinage  in  cir- 
culation was  counterstamped.  The 
most  usual  of  such  marks  is  a shield 
of  arms,  usually  crowned,  stamped 
directly  over  the  value  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  obliterate  it.  After 
being  counterstamped  in  this  way 
the  coins  circulated  at  double  their 
original  value.

While  the  British  fleet  was  bottled 
up  below  Philadelphia,  awaiting  the  re- 
moval of  obstructions,  and  British  troops 
were  being  sent  to  occupy  the  shores  of 
the  Delaware  below  Philadelphia,  Gen- 
eral Washington  saw  his  opportunity  to 
strike  a crushing  blow.  He  saw  the 
weakening  of  Howe’s  forces,  and  needed 
a victory  to  bolster  the  morale  of  the 
Americans.  Fresh  troops  from  Maryland 
and  New  Jersey  had  recently  reinforced 
him,  and  he  decided  on  a surprise  at- 
tack on  the  British  at  Germantown. 


Germantown,  Pa. 

Accordingly,  four  columns  moved  for- 
ward: Sullivan’s  and  Wayne’s  divi- 
sions, flanked  by  Gen.  Conway’s  on  the 
right,  moved  by  way  of  Chestnut  Hill, 
while  Armstrong  with  Pennsylvania 
militia  made  a circuit  to  gain  the  left  and 
rear  of  the  enemy.  Divisions  under 
Greene  and  Stephen,  flanked  by 
McDougall’s  brigade  (two-thirds  of  the 
whole  army)  circled  to  attack  the  front 
of  the  British  right  wing.  The  Mary- 
land and  New  Jersey  militia  under 
Smallwood  and  Forman,  with  the 
brigades  of  Nash  and  Maxwell  formed 
the  reserve. 

Howe’s  forces  stretched  across  the 
country  from  Germantown,  with  a 
batallion  of  Simeoe’s  Queen’s  Rangers 
(American  Loyalists)  in  front.  Wash- 
ington’s army,  moving  stealthily,  tried 
to  reach  Chestnut  Hill  before  dawn  on 
October  4th,  but  arrived  after  dawn 
and  in  a dense  fog.  They  emerged  from 
the  woods  and  surprised  the  British.  The 
forces  under  Sullivan  and  Wayne  fell 
upon  the  British  and  hurled  them  back 
to  their  main  line.  The  cannonading 
awakened  Howe  who  hastened  to  the 
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scene  to  plan  action.  He  ordered  Mus- 
grave  to  send  part  of  his  regiment  to 
support  the  fugitives  and  to  take  up  a 
stand  with  six  companies  in  the  old 
stone  mansion  which  belonged  to  Chief 
Justice  Chew.  Here  under  Musgrave, 
the  British  barred  the  doors  and  lower 
windows,  and  when  the  pursuing  Amer- 
icans  arrived  produced  such  a volley  of 
bullets  that  their  pursuit  was  checked. 
The  lire  of  the  smalbarms  of  the  Amer- 
icans  had  little  effect  on  the  strong  build' 
ing,  and  even  when  Maxwell’s  artillery 
arrived  with  cannon,  the  heavy  round 
shot  had  no  effect  on  the  stone  walls. 
An  attempt  to  set  fire  to  the  house  also 
failed. 

This  unexpected  opposition,  coupled 
with  the  failure  of  Green’s  fog-confused 
troops  to  attack  at  the  given  time,  upset 
Washington’s  plans,  and  when  Green 
finally  attacked  the  British  right  with 
force,  he  found  no  supporting  attack  on 
the  left,  and  the  golden  opportunity  to 
strike  the  telling  blow  was  lost.  In  the 
intense  fog,  parties  of  Americans  at- 
tacked each  other.  During  this  con- 
fusion,  the  attack  on  Chew’s  House 
continued,  and  the  British  army  made 
hurried  plans  to  escape  across  the 
Schuylkill  to  Chester.  At  the  moment  of 
panic,  General  Grey  found  his  flanks 
secure  and  with  Knyphausen’s  Hessian 


riflemen  marched  his  whole  force  to  aid 
the  British  at  Chew’s  House.  The  ensu- 
ing battle  lasted  about  three  hours,  and 
the  Americans,  already  checked  by  the 
stronghold  in  which  the  British  had 
taken  refuge,  could  not  ascertain  the 
number  of  their  attackers.  When  a 
trooper  shouted  “We  are  surrounded,” 
a general  panic  was  caused,  and  the 
Americans  retreated  in  confusion,  with 
a loss  of  about  600  men.  The  British 
lost  or  wounded  totaled  800.  Although 
they  retreated  from  an  almost  certain 
victory,  no  blame  was  attached  to  Wash- 
ington or  his  officers.  Washington  fell 
back  to  his  encampment  on  Skippack 
Creek.  General  Nash,  in  covering  the 
retreat,  was  mortally  wounded. 

This  is  an  English  medal  on  the  Battle 
of  Germantown,  Pa.,  and  commemorates 
the  occupation  and  defense  of  Chew’s 
House,  by  troops  of  the  40th  Regiment 
under  Lieut.  Col.  Musgrave. 

Congress,  when  given  the  description 
of  the  battle,  passed  a vote  of  thanks 
to  Washington  “for  his  wise  and  well- 
concerted  attack  upon  the  enemy’s  army 
near  Germantown”  and  to  “the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  army  for  their  brave 
exertions  upon  that  occasion.”  A medal 
was  ordered  to  be  struck  and  presented 
to  Gen.  Washington,  but  it  was  never 
executed.

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ENGLISH  TOKENS 
RELATING  TO  AMERICA 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


Many  years  ago  I promised  myself 
that  someday  I would  be  the  happy 
possessor  of  as  many  of  the  “Early 
American  Coins”  shown  in  the  various 
coin  publications  as  possible.  1 was  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  many  varie- 
ties of  the  so-called  Washington  pieces, 
and  acquired  quite  a number  of  them 
along  with  some  of  the  other  issues. 

Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  I 
have  become  enamoured  with  a series 
of  tokens  known  as  the  “Provincial 
Token  Coinage  of  the  18th  Century”  or 
the  “Conder  Series”  as  they  are  more 
generally  known.  These  tokens  were  in 
use  during  the  period  1787  to  1797  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and 
also  in  the  colonies.  (This  series  illus- 
trated the  articles  “Sightseeing  in  the 
British  Isles”). 

Much  to  my  surprise  I found  among 
the  many  varieties  of  tokens  listed  as  a 
part  of  this  series  almost  all  my  cher- 
ished Washington  pieces,  as  well  as  many 
of  the  others.  A further  search  revealed 
the  surprising  fact  that  innumerable  other 
specimens  bore  unmistakable  reference 
to  the  United  States. 

Not  only  did  I find  the  Washington 
series,  but  also  the  Grate  cent  of  1795, 
the  Kentucky  cent  (1790),  the  Franklin 
Press  cent  1 794,  the  verv  rare  Theatre 
at  New  York  American  Penny  and  also 
what  appear  to  be  millings  of  the  Talbot, 
Allum  & Lee  cent. 

There  I also  found  two  tokens  bear- 
ing the  arms  and  crest  of  the  United 
States,  and  a great  many  varieties  of  the 
Slave  Token,  both  of  the  penny  and 
half-penny  denominations. 

Thinking  that  perhaps  it  might  inter- 
est others  to  know  that  it  is  quite  pos- 
sible that  many  of  our  earlier  issues  were 
struck  in  England  (Birmingham),  I list 


the  various  pieces  which  either  are 
identical  with  the  ones  so  called  Amer- 
ican, or  bear  some  reference  which  would 
lead  us  to  believe  they  were  issued  with 
the  intent  of  drawing  attention  to  the 
advantages  of  the  colonies. 

The  name  of  the  “Shire”  and  the  num- 
ber are  references  to  the  numismatic 
work  treating  on  the  token  series  written 
by  Dalton  U Hamer.

Ducaton,  also  called  Ducatone.  A 
silver  coin  of  crown  size  first  struck  in 
1598  by  the  Spaniards  during  their 
occupation  ol  the  Low  Countries.  The 
original  types  had  on  one  side  the  busts 
of  the  Archduke  Albert  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  but  the  name  had  been  pre- 
viously employed  to  designate  the 
Philippus  Daalder  ( q.v .).  It  was  usu- 
ally computed  at  thirty  Stuivers. 

The  Ducaton  was  extensively  copied 
in  Savoy,  Milan,  Parma,  etc.,  and  an 
issue  for  the  Dutch  Colonies  bears  the 
special  colonial  mark. 

An  obsidional  Ducaton  was  issued 
for  Amsterdam  in  the  war  against 
France,  1672-1673.  See  Mailliet 
(Suppl.  iii.  4-6). 


Duddu,  also  variously  written  Dudu, 
Doudou,  and  Tuttu.  A copper  coin  of 
Southern  India,  the  value  of  which 
varied  according  to  the  locality.  In  the 
Travancore  State  there  are  varieties 
marked  Ara  Chakram,  meaning  half  a 
Chakram.  See  Elliot  (p.  139),  who 
describes  two  varieties  of  the  value  of 
four  and  eight  Cash  respectively. 


In  the  Madras  Presidency  these  coins 
were  issued  early  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, and  in  Bengal  they  were  computed 
as  equal  to  the  half  Paisa. 

When  the  French  operated  their  mints 
at  Pondichery  and  Karikal,  they  struck 
the  Doudou,  as  they  called  it,  with  a 
rude  fleur  de  lis  on  one  side,  and  a Tamil 
inscription  on  the  reverse.  There  is  a 
dated  variety  of  1836,  with  the  Gallic 
cock  on  the  obverse.  These  coins  were 
also  valued  at  four  Cash.  See  Zay  (pp. 
278,  285). 


Dump.  A name  generally  applied  to 
any  small  coin  of  unusual  thickness, 
irrespective  ot  the  metal  or  value.  Well 
known  examples  are  the  early  coins  of 
Ceylon  with  elephants  on  the  obverse: 
the  thick  small  half  penny  of  George  I 
of  England,  issued  in  1718;  the  Bit  (q.v.) 
cut  out  of  the  Spanish  Pesos;  and  the 
centre  piece  of  the  Holey  Dollar  (q.v.). 


Duplone.  A gold  coin  of  a number 
of  the  cantons  of  Switzerland  and 
adopted  by  the  Helvetian  Republic  in 
1800.  It  represented  in  value  a double 
Ducat  or  sixteen  Francs,  some  of  the 
issues  reading  16  schweizer  franken. 
Quadruples  and  quintuples  were  occa- 
sionally struck.

Du  ro.  The  same  as  the  Peso 
( q.v .).  But  the  name  Duro  was  used 
as  a designation  on  an  obsidional  silver 
piece  struck  for  Gerona  by  Ferdinand 
VII  in  1808  (Mailliet  xlii.  10). 

In  the  Morocco  coinage  the  gold  piece 
of  twenty  Rials  is  called  a Duro. 


Eagle.  The  standard  gold  coin  of  the 
United  States  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars. 
They  were  authorised  to  he  coined  by 
an  Act  of  Congress  dated  April  2,  1792, 
and  were  to  have  a fineness  of  .916-2/3 
and  a weight  of  270  grains.  They  were 
issued  from  1795  to  1804  with  the  ex- 
ception  of  1802.  In  1838  a new  design 


appeared,  engraved  by  William  Kneass, 
and  of  a fineness  of  .900,  as  provided  by 
an  Act  of  Congress  dated  January  18, 
1837.  This  issue  continued  until  the 
year  1907  when  it  was  succeeded  by  the 
new  design  of  Augustus  St.  Gaudens. 
There  are  also  double,  half,  and  quarter 
Eagles. 


Ecu,  corresponding  to  the  Italian 
scudo,  meant  originally  a shield,  from 
the  device  on  the  coin.  Similarly  the 
Dutch  employ  the  term  Schild,  the 
Spaniards  Escudo,  etc. 

The  silver  Ecu,  or  Ecu  Blanc,  as  it  is 
frequently  called,  appeared  under  Louis 
XIII  in  1641,  and  had  a value  of  sixty 
Sols.  There  were  also  struck  a number 
of  sub-divisions.  See  Hoffmann 
(passim).  Under  Louis  XV  the  value 
of  the  Ecu  varied  at  three,  five,  and  six 
Livres,  and  under  Louis  XVI  it  was 
made  equal  to  the  latter  figure.
